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Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, 
as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
There is no "description support- for the step of "introducing 
the stream of the steam and carbon dioxide into the gasification 
reactor to raise the gasification reactor temperature 'above 
1200°C"'. Applicant's specification discloses on page 8, lines 
6-8 and on page 12, lines 18-20, for example, that the 
gasification reactor is maintained at a temperature of about 
1300°C. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. it is indefinite as to whether the "stream of the 
steam and carbon dioxide" recited in line 6 would necessarily be 
the "carbon dioxide and water molecules with heat" as recited in 
lines 4 and 5. 

Bishop et al. is made of record for disclosing a process for 
gasification of organic materials to produce useful synthesis gas 
with a major content of carbon monoxide and hydrogen. 
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Schmitt et al. is made of record for disclosing the 
gasification of fuels in a fluidized state by treatment with 
oxygen-containing gas and water vapor in a gasifying reactor. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL . See M. P.E.P.
